“My mind is quite clear that the

Nazi Espionage Ring Chieftain’s Brazen Contempt for 
U. S. Officials Revealed in Testimony 


“I'll have you shot for that.” 


By LOWELL WAKEFIELD | 


A Nazi chieftain’s open threat to murder a spy who confessed shocked the Fed- 
eral Court hearing the German spy ring case here yesterday. 

Former G-man Leon G. Turrou testified that when Dr. Ignatz T. Griebl was brought 
to Department of Justice headquarters_and there faced with Johanna Hofmann and the 
hairdresser’s confession naming Griebl as operator of the espionage gang’s clearing house, 
the Yorkville physician turned to her and snarled: 


Turrou said that Griebl, who sub- 
sequently escaped to Germany. was 
first picked up when a coc letter 
from Karl Schluter, Berlin Military 
Intelligence officer, addressed to the 
doctor; was found among the Hof- 
mann woman's effects. 

The ex-G-man, who commanded 
the FBI agents working on the case 
at the time, declared also that a 
search of Griebl’s office uncovered 
a match book containing the spy 
ring’s code, turned over to Griebl 
by Schluter. 

GRIEBL THREAT STIRS COURT 


In her signed confession, Johan- 
nha Hofmann, messenger for the 
Nazi conspiracy, admitted that she 
and Schluter regularly picked up 
packages containing military in- 
formation at Griebl’s home. During 
their calls, made when the North 
German Lioyd liner Europa (on 
which Miss Hofmann and Schluter 
were employed“) was in port. 
Griebl and Schluter discussed 
means of obtaining the plans for 
U. S. Army and Navy aircraft, she 
confessed. 

The story of Dr. Griebl’s brazen 
contempt for the United States cre- 
ated a sensation. 

Turrou said that the fascist big 
shot not only delivered his open ex- 
ecution threat to Miss Hofmann, 
but denied all connection with the 
spy ring, refused to talk if G-men 
took notes, and finally, after several 
days, consented to dictate a state- 
ment—which he refused to 


ESCAPED TO GERMANY 


Dr. Griebl was without question 
a director of the Nazi conspiracy 
to destroy the military power of 
the United States. A Military In- 
telligence officer in the Imperiai 
Germany Army, he came to the 
United States, was made President 
of the official Nazi movement here 
(the Friends of New Germany, now 
the German-American Bund), took 
out citizenship papers, obtained a 
reserve officer's commission in the 
United States Army and then 
turned ‘his propaganda work over to 
the present fuehrer, Frits Kuhn, 
in order to devote full time to the 
espionage cabal. 

A man with high connections (he 
was chairman of New York's Ger- 
man Day rally in 1934, and an of- 
ficlal spokesman for the New York 
State Committee of the Republican 
Party in the 1936 campaign), his 
trail wOUld have led government 
investigators to conceal “American” 
friends of the Hitler conspirators.

By passing Amendment number 8, 
the people will put into their Con- 
stitution a clear-cut declaration that 
it is a proper part of State policy to 
undertake these speciffe kinds of so- 
cial welfare laws. They will make 
it much more diffucit for the Tories 
to find constitutional pretexts for 
opposing Social welfare laws. 

Furthermore, by passing this 
amendment, it will be possible to 
increase the benefits received under 
state uneniployment insurance. At 
the present time, the State treasury 
does not contribute any money for 
unemployment insurance benefits. 
Passage of the amendment would 
make it possible to add State funds 
and make it possible to pay benefits 
for a longer period of time, and on 
a more adequate scale.

| TME new Broadway musical show, “Sing Out the 
News,” there is an amusing number in which a group 
of Floradora chorus girls, pursued by stage-door Johnnies 
in the old-fashioned way, tell these guys to go out and get a 
social education. 
I forget the sparkling and wity words, but the girls 
say, in effect: “Feller, we are working girls. We are pretty, 
maybe, and have It, but we are different from the chorus 


girls of the last generation. We are organized into a union. 
. We go out on picket lines. We boycott Nazi Germany and 


farcist Japan. We have an idea or two in our heads, even if we dance 
for a living. So scram, and don't think you can win us with your 
Hooverism.”’ 


I imagine some of the carriage trade must have thought this 
little scene a propagandistic exaggeration. But they don't know their 
new Broadway: they know only the frivolous surface. 

It is true that the workers in the factories of Broadway glamor 
N are rapidly becoming 100 per cent unionized—show giris, musicians, 

waiters, cooks, bartenders, actors, singers, dancers. And why not? 
_ Despite all the glittering publicity bunk about the New York night life 
’ ; put out by the Broadway columnists the people who have to work there, 
N work as hard, and have as little security, as the average miner. sea- 
man or mechanic. And it is only a few big names and a handful of 
entrepreneurs that get the big cash—the rank and file gets the plucked 

bone of the goose that lays the golden éggs. 

Well, the workers in the entertainment world have waked up at 
last, and it had added new dignity and self-respect to all of them. 
Trade-unionism.is not only a fight for better wages—it is also the 
struggle for a human status. 

It is a sign of the great progressive drive in America that the 
amusement world has gone progressive; but every union man over 
the world now knows that story. Last year we had a strike of the 
cowboys in the Madison Square Garden Rodeo; also one among the 
circus hards. 

I was interested recently to learn that the American Federation 
of Actors, the militant organization which is changing the psychology 
of the amusement world, is out to unionize the carnivals. 

There are some 312 of these carnivals travelling through the coun- 
try. They have always had a bad reputation, however; since many 

| are attended by a gang of card sharps, pickpockets, crooked gambling 
wheels, dubious females and strong-arm men. 

So the actors’ federation has evolved a new technique in union 

; organization. It refuses to unionize any carnival that has not first 
Cleaned itself up morally. The federation is against such “enter- 
tainments” as “laydown wheels,” which are gambling devices con- 
trolled by a gimmick; side shows purporting to show how marijuana 
cigarettes are smoked, and others equally immoral. 

The decent workers in carnivals want the whole thing put on a 
decent basis, and they are winning so fast it makes them dizzy. The 
carnival cwners are falling over themselves trying to sign up. 

And why? Because the American Federation of Actors sent out 
notices to State and county fair officials, mayors, sheriffs, Rotary, 
Kiwanis, etc., making it clear that if a carnival cannot display AFA. 
and AI. insignia, it is because “it permits gambling, indecency, 
immorality . . . or is unfair to organized labor.” 

So that. instead of resisting unionization, the bosses are frantically 
asking for it. 

More and more the union label comes to mean decency and hon- 
esty to the broad American public. The maritime unions have already 
proved that it is safer to travel on a union ship than on one manned 


merous wrecks a few years ago. In the restaurant business, it is 
almost as unsafe to eat in a non-union place. 


A strong union is the best guarantee to the public of the goods 
or services they buy. And how neatly the formula works out in the 
carnival world! Hats off to the American Federation of Actors!
